Jackson Purchase Energy Corporation (“Jackson Purchase”) has applied to the 

Commission for authority to adjust its rates. In its filing, Jackson Purchase requested 

permission to deviate from certain filing requirements of Administrative Regulation 807 

KAR 5 : O O l .  

Specifically, Jackson Purchase has requested permission to deviate from 

Administrative Regulation 807 KAR 5:001, Sections 10(6)(9 and 10(6)(v). These 

requirements are not applicable to Jackson Purchase and no waiver is necessary. 

Additionally, Jackson Purchase has requested permission to deviate from 

Administrative Regulation 807 KAR 5 : O O l  , Section 10(6)(s), which requires the filing of 

its Securities and Exchange Commission (“SEC”) reports. Since Jackson Purchase is 

not regulated by the SEC and files no such reports, this requirement is also not 

applicable and no waiver is necessary. 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that Jackson Purchase’s request for permission 

to deviate from the above-cited regulations is denied as unnecessary.
